Day Dawn at the Race Track. 

The track at daybreak this morning pre- 
sented a wonderfully live appearance. Nearly 
all the good ones who are to go in to-day’s 
race were out and at work. The liliputian 
darkeys who officiate 1n the capacity of jockeys 
and the bevy of horseman who were on hand 
at this early hour looked decidedly blue, for 
the sky was filled with threatening clouds and 
it looked as though the storm king 
would put in an appearance and 
spoil the opening day’s sport. By 5 o'clock 
the weather instead of clearing up grew dar- 


rain began to fall. This wasa damper sure 
enough. Lord Murphy, the favorite in to- 
day’s race for the January stakes, (ood 
Night, One Dime, Gabriel, Gilmore, 
Bass, Ella Rowett, Checkmate, Janitor, 
Florence T., Annie Wheaton, and a 
host of other horses who were out 
exercising were led back to their stables, leav- 
ing the track ina deserted condition.

Archery Clubs in England. 
{From the ‘‘Witchery of Archery.**) 

The game of archery is as old as history, 
but, like everything else connected with long- 
bow shooting. it was brought to perfection in 
England during the period between the con- 
quest and the date of the adoption of fire- 
arms for the infantry of Great Britain. For, 
altheugh the great aristocratic societies of 
toxopholites were kept alive, no sooner had 
guns supplanted. the bow in the hands of the 
English yeomanry, than archery began to con- 
fine itself within the bound set by the wealthy 
and exclusive. The great butt- 
fields made for public shooting 
were gradually abandoned and 


dismantled, and allthe archery tournaments 
were confined to the beautifully ornamented 
arks belonging to the old societies or to the 
awns prepared at the country seats of gentle- 
men and nobles who patronized the sport. 
Some of the prizes offered at the meetings of 
the several societies having royal and noble 
atronage are most magnificent, and contests 
or them have developed a high degree of ac- 
curacy in shooting. The ‘‘Woodmen of the 
Forest of Arden,’’ one of the oldest of clubs, 
has three prizes exclusively for lady members 
—the first a turquoise gold knot, the second a 
gold arrow and the third and highest a gold 
vugle-horn. The Hertfordshire archers offer 
the lady members a prize of great value and 
beauty. It is a gold heart adorned with a bow 
and shaft, set in diamonds. The ‘*Royal 
Toxopholite Society,’’ under the patronage of 
the Queen, owns a grand banqueting hall on 
the old English style, situated inthe midst of 
beautifully ornamented grounds. * * * 
The ‘‘Roval Edinburgh.Archers’’ existed as 
far back as the reign of James I., and still lay 
claim, by royal carter, to bethe King’s body- 
guard whenever he comes within five miles of 
the city. More than a thousand members be- 
long to this great society, and their public ex- 
hibitions are on the grandest seale of splendor. 
W hen they march through Edinburgh ontheir 
way to their grounds to shoot for their annual 
prizes, they are led by an officer, bearing a 
bow of colossal size, from which is suspended 
the royal purse.

HARDER THAN HANGING. 


derer, Thumped to Death by a 
Coroner. 


The Horrible Sequel to the Self-Poisoning in 
the Deck Yesterday—Criminal Record. 


By Western Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 10,—Edward Parr, 
the murderer of his daughter, who sank down 
in the prisoners’ dock yesterday from the ef- 
fects of poison taken just after a death sen- 
tence had been pronounced rpon him, died 
this morning at ten minutes before 6, in the 
ante-room of the Court-house. Eminent phy- 
sicians from different colleges were with him 
all night, but failed to restore him to con- 
sciousness. All of Parr’s immediate relatives 
are now in custody, and a rigid investigation 
will be had, with a view to discovering the 
manner in which and by whom the poison was 
conveyed to the prisoner. 

THUMPING A DYING MAN, 
By Western Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 10.—A Philadelphia spe- 
cial says that Parr, the murderer, had, after 
taking the poison, as given in a previous dis- 
patch, periods of apparent sensibility, when 
he would exclaim, ‘*‘God have mercy on me.’”’ 
From six o’clock lastevening until tea o’clcck 
this morning Coroner Gilbert treated him to the 
thumping process, and fora while the dying 
man was hit and tossed about the room in a 
lively manner. When the Coroner applied 
the stomach pump the tube was fvurced into 
the dying man’s mouth, when he growled out 
with an oath, **Would you kill me?’’ 

After that time all efforts to force stimulants 
or emetics failed, and the physicians gave him 
up from 2 o’clock. The body was wrapped in 
a sheet and removed to the prison, where an 
inquest will be held.

A Chat With Ex-Gov. Arny, of 
New Mexico. 
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The Pueblo Indians and Their Curious 
Customs. 


Four of the Largest Mines in Santa 
Fe County. 


_ 
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“City of the Holy Faith,’’ the Oldest 
Town in the United States. 
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Facts Concerning the Territory of New Mexico 
—Wages—Mexican Settlers, Etc. 


W.F. M. Arny, which stands in full for 
William Frederick Milton Arny, inscribed in 
a thick, round, decisive hand in the Planters’ 
House book ,caughithe eye of aP.-D.reporter 
this morning. 

Governor Arny. as he is generally called, is 
all the way from Santa Fe, New Mexico, which 
has been his home for a number of years. 
Governor Arny is English by birth, having 
first seen the hght of day in that ‘‘tight little 
island’’ in 1818. He was appointed Secretary 
of New Mexico by Lincoln, and from 1861 to 


1863 was acting-governor of that terri- 
tory. Since that time he has 


again served as secretary and Indian agent. 

The P.-D. representative waited on the 
Governor and found him to be a man upon 
whose shoulders his sixty-six years sat light- 
ly. Hisface and hands were bronzed and 
marked by the weather, but he was as hale and 
hearty as if he had only borne the heat of fifty 
summers. 

In dress and general appearance the Gov- 
ernor looked like a miner. 

After the preliminary greeting Gov. Arny 
was informed of the news-gatherer’s mission, 
viz.: to glean some facts fconcerning 

NEW MEXICO. 

‘*Well,’’ he answered laughingly, **New 
Mexico is somewhere between Washington 
and the Pacific.’’ 

‘* What is the object of your visit?’’ 

‘*T arrived here this morning about an hour 
ago, and am on my way to 
Washington to talk over matters pertaining 
to schools for Indians in New Mexico. From 
there I go to Halifax, Nova Seotia, to look up 
the heirs of the Hide estate, one of whom I 
am, and who, according toa recent decision 
of the Lord High Chancellor, are entitled to 
certain moneys in England.’’ 

‘‘What is the population of New Mexico 
now?’’ queried the P.-D. reporter. 

‘*About 100,000,’’ wasthe reply. ‘*There 
are about 20,000 Americans, 19,000 Indians, 
and the balance are Mexicans. The Mexicans 
all speak Spanish, and the various tribes of 
Indians have each a language of their own. 
The principal tribe of Indians is the Nava- 
joes, of whom there are between 9,000 and 
Then there are the Utahs, who have 
claiming 
that the land belonged to them; but that 
difficulty has been settled by the government. 
The third tribe of Indians is the Jijicarilla 
Apaches, or ‘Basket-making’ Apaches. 
And lastly, the 

PUEBLOS, OR ‘HOUSE’ INDIANS, 


who live m_  ~adobe houses’ which 
have no doors, but which they 
enter by means of  Iladders. Tae 


Pueblos are a very peculiar tribe and have 
some curfouscustoms. Their Government is 
very similar to the Government of the United 
States. They elect their officers from Goy- 
ernor down to Constaple annually about 
Christmas time. A cane is the Governor’s 
insignia of office. Lincoln made each 
of the nineteen families of Pueblos a present 
of a cane mounted with a silver head inscribed 
with his name. Previously they had canes 
given them by the Mexican Government. Each 
Governor turns over the official cane to his 
successor on retiring. It is the badge of office 
and transmitted from one Governor to an- 
other. If any man has a complaint he goes 
to the Governor with his grievance. 
The Governor immediately hands his cane to 
the Constable who seeks out the accused party 
and touches him with the cane on the shoulder 
when he must at once appear before the Goy- 


ernor. Witnesses are summoned in the same 
manner. There are no fees, no courts and no 
lawyers. If the Governor’s decision is not 


satisfactory to both parties all the officials as- 
semble, a Court of Appeal, as it were, is 
formed, whose decision is final. The Nava- 
joes make their own blankets by, hand, and 
very fine work it is too.’’ 

Here the Governor exhibited a 
blanket with its curious workmanship, 

‘*Are the Indians peaceably inclined?’’ 

‘*Yes, sir. Inever had any difficulty with 
them. Irelieved Kit Carson at the begianing 
of the war, and have never carried a weapon 
about with me. 

FEED THEM, NOT FIGHT THEM, 
has been my policy, and it is the true one. 
The Mexican population is law-abiding, and 
has a great respect for the officers of the Gov- 
ernment. 

‘‘New Mexico, of course, isa mining 
country. I ‘have brought with mesome 600 
specimens fiom the various mines, which I am 
taking to the Smithsonian Institute, Wash- 
ington. The great need of the country is 
capital. We don’t need labor there. There 
is plenty of it. We want capital 
for machinery and for irrigation 
works. Very little rain falls in New Mexico, 
and the country and mines are supplied with 
water by irrigation.’’ 

‘What aré the wages paid for labor?’’ 

‘*Well, wages are low now. Times are 
hard. The pay for labor is from 7ic to $3 00 
per day, depending, of course, upon the 
kind.’’ 

‘*What are the principal products of the 
mines?’’ 

**We get agates, rubies, garnets, turquoise, 
gold, silver, copper, coal, mica, lead, and 
various kinds of clay from which the bricks 
are made for the smelting furnaces. The 
principal mines are those in Santa Fe county. 
There are four very important ones. 

SANTA ROSA, 
discovered forty years ago by Alvarado, is sit- 
uated in a small valley surrounded by hills. 
The inclined shaft is 50 feet deep but mostiy 
caved in. The lode is six feet wide, strikes 
north, 23° east and dips 80° northwest. The 
walls are granite and encase argentiferous 
galena, zinc blend, iron, copper, etc. This 
mine has been reopened by a vertical shaft, 
and the minerals are reduced in a furnace sit- 
uated upon the Galisteo. The bullion pro- 
duced averages $120 per ton in silver. 
THE MINA RUELENA. 

‘*Here the lode consists of two layers on the 
surface, one of which is three feet and the 
other one foot wide. The incline shaft on this 
vein is 120 feet deep. 

THE MINA DEL TIRO 
is situated on the east side of the Cerrillos, in 
the Canada de la Miwas. An incline 150 feet 
and a shaft 100 feet deep connect with theex- 
tensive montenes or drifts of over 300 feet in 
length and with many. chambers. All are filled 
with water. The remains of an old canoe 
which was used for crossing water in the mine 
are still there. These excavations were made 
by Franciscan Friars probably before 1680, and 
the expense bas been estimated at $100,000. 
Silver ore is visible in large quantities. 
THE CERRILLOS, 
seventeen miles southwest of Santa Fe, con- 
tain many silver-bearing iodes w have 
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ens who are now working the mines. The 
Cetrillos are a series of low undulating hills 
about six miles long and three miles wide, 
and consist mostly of granite rocks, a few of 
them of volcanic origin. From a cone made 
up of basaltic laya near Martin’s ranch, 
splendid views of the old and new placer 
mountains in the southeast, the Bernalilio in 
the southwest, Santa Fe in the north and the 
Jemez range in the west are spread before the 
visitor. 


**Then in 
RIO ARRIBA COUNTY 


there have lately been discovered rich copper, 
silver, coaland clay mines.’’ 

‘*What about the agricultural prospects of 
the Territory?’’ 

‘*Tt is also a fine agricultural country. Corn, 
wheat, oats, rye and bariey and fruits thrive 
wonderfully. The climate is also very 
healthy.’’ 

‘‘T have thought,’’ continued the Governor, 
‘‘that the negro exodus might be utilized in 
the mines. Over 100 years ago the Spaniards 
imported 30,000 negroes to work the mines, 
but they worked thems to death. Now, of 
course, things are changed, and if the negroes 
would come here they would make money.’’ 

‘*Can you give me a description of the ‘City 
of Holy Faith,’ Governor,’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

‘*The City of Santa Fe stands upon both sides 
of Santa Fe creek, asmall river heading in the 
lake on the top of the mountain twelve miles 
to the east and running westerly into the Rio 
Grande del Norte fourteen miles from the 
city. Fromitthe fields and gardens in the 
valley are irrigated for cultivation, the whole 


volume of water being usually 
during the irrigating season diverted 
into the branching acequias or irrigating 


canals. The city residences and othef build- 
ings are almost universally of the Mexican 
style, built of adobes or sun-dried brick, one 
story high, are warm in winter and cool in 
summer, and are withal quite comfortable. It 
has been aptly said that the city, when viewed 
from either of the fine natural eminences 
overlooking it, presents the appearance of a 
large collection of brick kilns. Huge spurs 
of the Rocky Mountains rise in the 
immediate vicinity of the northeast, 
the east and the southeast, and loom in the 
distance to the northwest, the west and the 
southwest, a series of low tablelands lying to 
the north, the whole presenting an interesting 
landscape. Situated at an elevation of 6,862 
feet above the sea level, the climate is very 
equable and agreeable, the atmosphere very 
rare and pure, and the salubrity of the place 
unsurpassed. It enjoys. on this account, a 
widespread and very enviable reputation. 
THE POPULATION 
is now not less than 6,500, Of these fully 
5,500 are persons of Spanish and Mexican de- 
scent, speaking the Spanish language, the 
balance being mainly Americans and Europe- 
ans—the whole population being divided con- 
ventionally into two classes, the ‘‘Mexican’’ 
or Spanish-speaking and the ‘‘American’’ or 
English-speaking people, the latter class being 
composed really of a majority of foreign-born 
persons, among them a large proportion of 
Jews. 
THE PLAZA 

or public square in the city north of the river, 
comprising an area of about twe and a half 
acres, contains enclosed with palimgs inside 
the streets a beautiful park of trees covering 
an area of about an acre and a quarter. The 
trees are mainly cottonwoods—the eight 
large ones forming the extreme north tier 
having been set out inthe spring of 1844 by

rounded upon the east, south and west sides 
with good adobe buildings, the principal mer- 
cantile and other business houses of the city, 
and on the north side stands the old Govern- 
ment ‘Palace,’ cont:ining now the Govern- 
or’s mansion, the United States Designated 
Depository, the United States and Territorial 
Court-rooms, the ar ae the Terri- 
torial jibrary and the Territorial Attorney-

THE OLDEST CITY IN THE UNITED STATES. 

‘*It is contended that Santa Fe is really the 
oldest-settled town upon the whole territory 
of the United States. As the city of Mexico of 
to-day is but the old Aztec pueblo of Tenoch- 
titlan of Montezuma,so is Santa Fe but the old 
pueblo of Cicuye otf Coronado. Saint Augus- 
tine in the State of Florida, 
settled in 1565, was conceded 
the distinction of being the oldest until the ac- 
quisition of New Mexico and its capital, Santa 
Fe, by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo in 
1848, when the latter of right assumed that 
rank in virtue of being, when the Spaniards 
first visited itin or about the year 1542, a 
populous regulated Indian pueblo or town, 
one that had been in existence there is no 
knowing how many decades; or how many 
centuries.’’ er

IN CAMP, 20 MILES FROM 
SANTA FE, N.M., June 3, ’79. 
Mr. Woodward: 

We have located for the present at a place 
called Los Cerrillos. This is the region that 
Mr. Pomeroy spoke about. It is a new camp, 
aud has every prospectof becoming as prom- 
inent as Leadville; in fact, old miners to 
whom we have spoken say they have never 
seen its equal. 

We have located two mines and shall com- 
mence working them immediately. One of 
them is an extension of a lode that assayed on 
the surface 13 oz. silverand 1 1-2%0z. gold. So 
you see you are liable to hear from us any 
time. 

The smelter will be here this month and 
then the mines will show up what they really 
are. 

I must say I never saw such a hospitable set 
of folks in my life. One gentleman introduced 
me to Gov.

LONDON’S MURDER MYSTERY. 


Miss Hacker’s Strange Disappearance and 
Subsequent Discovery of Her Body. 
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An Eccentric Old Lady Who was Found Mur- 
dered in the Cellar of a London 
Lodging-House. 


According to the London Standard of May 
21 the police have traced Matilda Hacker, 
whose mysterious murder and burial in a 
London lodging-house cellar was cabled to 
the World on May 28 last, from the time she 
occupied apartments in London to the date at 
which they knew she was last seen alive. 
What became of her after that remains a mys- 
tery which several detectives of Scotland Yard 
are at the present moment doing their 
utmost to solve. It has been ascer- 
tained that Miss Hacker was in the habit 
of going under assumed names, of frequently 


changing her lodgings and of having letters 
sent to her with various addresses. In this 
strange peculiarity lies thechief difficulty in 
connection with the inquiry in Which the po- 
lice are engaged. Any connection that there 
may be between the late Miss Hacker and the 
remains found in No. 4 Euston square de- 
pends, therefore, up tothe present, on the 
two or three articles of wearing apparel found 
in the cellar, and those areso decayed as to 
be almost useless for purposes of identifica- 


tion. The brother of the missing Miss Hack - 
er remains in London for the pres- 
ent. He has been long separated 


from his sisters and knows little or nothing of 
their private lives. It has been stated that the 
missing lady’s brother had gone to see the re- 
mains found in the cellar in Euston square, 
and that he recognized some of the articies of 
clothing. Thisis not the case. Up to last 
evening the brother had not visited the mortu- 
ary, where the remains and the clothing still 
lie. Another statement wich has gained pub- 
licitv, and for which there is no foundation, 
is that Dr. Davies, of Euston square, 
who was called into 4 Euston 
square on the morning of the discovery, and 
who afterwards made a post-mortem exam- 
ination, had given it as his opinion that, from 
the description he received, it was probable 
that the remains foundin that house were 
those of the missing Matilda Hacker. Since 
he gave evidence at the inquest Dr. Davies 
has not been consulted in any way respecting 
the-case, and since then he has not been asked 
to give any further opinion on the matter. No 
change has been made as to the dav for the 
resumption of the inquest, and no change is 
likely to be made. 

A correspondent of the Standard writes 
that no trace as yet has been discovered of Miss 
Hacker after she left her lodgings in Morn- 
ington Crescent. The landlady states that 
Miss Hacker’s dress was one of the most fash- 
ionable kind, and even in the house she wore 
a bright sash around her waist. 
she wasinthe habit of walking to Rotten 
Row. Although sixty-six years of age she was 
active and invariably in the best of spirits. 


She lived under an assumed name 
at Mornington Crescent, but when 
letters came to the house ad- 


dressed to Miss Hacker she always opened 
them. Her hair was of a most luxuriant 
kind, and when curled inthe morning it re- 
sembled more the tresses of a girl of sixteen 
than a lady of sixty-six. She was very secret 
as to where she had lived, or as to her future 
plans, and she gave orders that if any one 
asked for her, by name - description, 
she 


be was to be told that was not 
ut home. Miss Hacker was fond of 
telling her fortune by ecards and study- 


ing books relating to the future, just for pas- 
time, she used tosay. She was ambitious and 
gaye the landlady the impression that she was 
wealthy. She hada large strong-box, which 
the landlady thought containea valuables. 


she said she was dressed 
‘*Mother Shipton’’ bonnet, bound with white 
satin and decorated with along blue feather. 
She said she was going first te Canterbury.

seaside place, and then she should return to 
her old lodgings. She did not instruct the 
girl to tell the cabman where to pro- 
ceed, but when she was in the vehicle she put 
her head out on the opposite side and gave him 
his directions, and that was the last the land- 
lady saw of ber. The servant at Mornington 
Crescent has viewed the remains and has posi- 
tively identified the red bodice,the satin skirt, 


to Miss Hacker. She has no doubton the 
point. The detectives have again seen this 
servant and shown her a book—‘*Napoleon’s 
Book of Fate.’’ The girl has identified this, 
also, as one which was being constantly used 
by Miss Hacker in her studies of the future. 
A Brighton correspondent of the same pa- 
per says that Miss Hacker was well known in 
thattown. While living here the sisters were 
notorious for their eccentricity and were fre- 
quently involved in legal proceedings. They 
attired themselves in juvenile fashion and dis- 
played a profusion of jewelry. Matilda, the 
younger of the two, was apparently between 
fifty and sixty years of age, the other being 
some ten years older. Matildais described as 
being about five feetthree inches in height, 


with light complexion, her features 
being of a masculine cast. She 
was extremely punetilious as to her 


general appearance. Herattire usually con- 
sisted of a blue satin dress, looped up so as to 
show her high-heeled boots and silk stock- 
ings, while on her head she wore a brown 
straw hat with a large white feather. Her hair 
was worn in an abundance of small ringlets, 
so that her appearance from the side or baek 
was thatof a girl of eighteen. There was, 
however, a slight stoop in her gait. When 
not crossed she was lady-like in manner, but 
when she met any opposition she gave way to 
violent abuse. She was well-known to the 
police, whose assistance she often sought. 
Once she was ordered to leave Hlove Police- 
Office in consequence of abusing the officials. 
She was in the habit of attending St. Patrick’s 
Church, Hove, where she was the subject of 
general notice. On the 18th of November, 
1875, an action was brought against Matilda 
in the Brighton County Court 
by a gentleman to recover’ the 
sum of £23 18s for breach of contract. Matil- 
da, had, it appears, let her house furnished 
toa Mr. Sandersen for a month, but as at the 
Y end of a week the furniture was seized in dis- 
charge of a judgment which Miss Hacker had 
refused to satisfy, Mr. Sanderson was com- 
— te leave and to recover the sum he 

ad received in prepayment. In the course of 
the hearing it was stated that the defendant 
was a woman of considerable means, and in 
her absence Mr. Francis Henry Lascelles, who 
sat as judge of the Sussex County courts, Rave 
a verdict against her, at the same time calling 
attention to a letter from Miss Hacker, which 
he could not read in court, butin which she 
described some of the parties concerned as Guy 
Fawkes, and, in addition, cast reflections 
upon them. Miss Hacker failed ta satisfy 
the judgment for 18 guineas and the costs, 
although it was understood that she 
had ample means. Onthe 30th of November 
execution was levied, but the officer found 
that Miss Hacker had left. There was some 
difficulty in tracing her whereabouts, and a 
year had nearly elapsed when, on the 9th of 
October, 1877, a judgment summons having 
been issued in August and adjudicated in 
September, a warrant for committal for four- 


teen days was granted. There was again 
a lapse oo some months, dur- 
ing which . Miss Hacker eluded the 
vigilance of the _ officers in Lon- 
don and Guildford, but eventually, on the 4th 
of May, 1877, was arrested at Canterbury. 
The bailiff had some trouble with his prisoner, 


as she was very violent and actually tore up 
the warrant under which she was taken into 
custody. The amount then due from her, in- 
cluding costs, was some £31 odd. After her 
apprehension she was conveyed to jail, and so 
far as is at present known she has not been 
heard of in Brighton.

The parties are 
attended by world-traveled mundanes, and 
unything these do on horseback is always the 
proper thing. These ladies are horsewoman- 
ly, never horsey, and the men, most delight- 
ful, are the bloom of the 
turf. nothing in common with 
what the Paris trader  vulgarly calls 
*‘lacreme du sport.’’ A gentleman whois 
unfortunate enough to fracture his arm or 
break his ribs does it quietly, while ladies 
break their hearts with quite as little fuss. <A 
great point with all is to look well, whatever 
may fail or befall. Inthe same way as Mlle. 
Sara Bernhardt is setting the artistic fash- 
ions, and the Princess of Wales the comely 
styles, the Empress of Austria has set the 
sporting ttire now adopted. She wears 
short habl skirts, and the long flowing robe 
tails from which it was so difficult to extri- 
cate one’s limbsin case of accident are now 
discarded. The fashionable habit just covers 
the foot, and a, pity it is that a limb so_ de- 
ligbtfully bound in calf straps should be 
covered. The narrowness of the skirt is 
not becoming to scraggy old ladies, but at 
least it prevents an undue exposition of tops. 
THE NEW RIDING HABITS. 

A sreat feature inthe modernized habit 
that the sleeves are setin high, that the only 
trinmipgs are buttons of colored bone, no 
braiding and no necktie of bright hue. A 
stand-up collar and cuffs are fastened on with 
studs or silwer and gold links, but a mere 
edge of the underlinen is visible. <A lawn 
handkerchief with colored Vandyke borders 
is stuffedin front of the bodice wherever it 
can conveniently be squeezed, and a bit only 
peeps out.

Soft and lustrous satin is preferred: it 
s ornamented with iridescent beads or 
pearls, and the image brougbt to the mind is 
that of a dew drop. Fewer orange blossoms 
are showered over a bridal robe, and the few 
are mixed with other white blossoms. such as 
«lipging jessamine, clematite, hesther and 
spravs of white tapering lilac. The beads 
form loops and are gracefully festooned in and 
about the fringes or embroidery. The sleeves 
are of lace when the bride is youthful, but 
there are brides who are not, and these would 
clo well to avoid transparencies over a pointed 
elbow. 

ELBOW SLEEVES, RUFFLES AND HATS. 

This leads me to elbow sleeves, which are 
very fashionable just now and introduced for 
the purpose of adding a few ruffles more 
to the general ruffle in which the female figure 
will soon disappear. Not content with the 
Medicis quilling revival, modistes have 
brought out anet boa for the throat and 
bosom, in which dozens of metres of washing 
net are employed. This can be fancied on a 
short-neck«cd te ai The net is dotted and is 
often 1vorv-tinted. The same material is used 
for mantelets, to be worn over colored silk 
costumes, and the latter are graceful, but very 
old-fashioned looking. As regards hats, we 
have a charming novelty, which shall be men- 
tioned in good time; but we have gone through 
May in agonies, having had nothing set be- 
fore us but two opposite shapes. We had to 
choose between a closc§cottage, that left one’s 
complexion exposed to the various atmos- 
pheric changes, and a hat they called 
**Anglais,’’ that hid the color of one’s eyes 
and shape of feature behind a feather veranda. 

There was evidently a medium choice to 
make; and the novelty alluded to made its ap- 
pearance.

[From the New Haven Palladium. June 7. | 

The statistics of the Yale class of ’79 will be 
given tothe publicin neat pamphlet form to- 
day. Ofthe 182 members of the class, 37 are 
natives of Connecticut, and the same number 
of New York, 8 of Pennsylvania, 6 of Lilinois, 
4 of Sadhetn. Maine, Massachtisetts, New 
Jersey, and Wisconsin, each; 3 of Missouri, 
2 of Michigan and New Hampshire each and 1 
of Arkansas, California, Georgia, Iowa. 
Maryland, Ohio, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina, Vermont, Virginia, and the District of 
Columbia each. Four were born in foreign 
countries—i1 in England, lin Prussia and 2 in 
China; one being the sun of a former Ameri- 
can Consul at Macao. The total age of the 
class at commencement day will be 2,975 years 
10 months 24 days; the average is 22 vears 6 
months 15 days and 19 hours. This makes it 
the oldest class, with the exception of 1871 and 
1878, of Which there is record. The tallest 
man is 6 feet 2 inches; the shortest 5 feet 2 1-2 
inches: five members measure 6 feet. The av- 
erage height is 5 feet Sinches.

which represented the best efforts and the 
best intelligence of the best and most intel- 
ligent people, but there has never been a 
government which has been able to change 
the situation which is epigrammatically 
stated by Mr. Ingersoll, and if the Eight- 
Hour League look to the Government to do 
for them what government has never yet 
been able to do, they are preparing an in- 
evitable disappointment. 

Perhaps, however, the situation is not ac- 
curately represented by the epigram. It 
may be true that those who do the least 
have the most, but they did not get their 
affluence by doing nothing. The great for- 
tumes and the small ones of this country 
and of all countries have been made by the 
men who were willing to work hard and to 
fare poorly, to economize and to save and 
to plan and to wait; by men who trusted to 
their own sobriety, economy and intelli- 
gence for their advancement instead of call- 
ing on the Government, or invoking the aid 
of windy blatherskites, or trying to pull 
down the prosperity of those who had pre- 
ceded them in the successful path of intel- 
ligent labor. In this there is nothing wrong, 
and if the condition of the world is not all 
that is desired, it is not likely to be im- 
proved by the efforts of the men who ap- 
peal to eight-hour laws. If anything is 
wanted it is that the workingmeh should 
cease calling on the Government, like the 
foolish carter who called on Jupiter in the 
fable, but should turn to work manfully at 
such work as they can find, should spend 
no more money than they can earn, should 
breed no more children than they can sup- 
port, drink no more liquor than they have 
need of, and we are sure that the hours of 
labor and the wages will right themselves 
more speedily than can be done by any gov- 
ernmental intervention.

The last number of the New York Trib- 
une suggests the colonization of Southern 
negToes in the Territory, and says: 

The Indians now oceupying that beautiful 
region scarcely use a hundredth part of it. 
Thousands of square miles of as good farm- 
ing land as the sun shines upon lie idle. Tt 
would be an interesting experiment to reseue 
a portion of this magnificent domain from the 
tribes which have noneed of it, and set it 
apart for eolored colonization. Only the 
more enterprising and industrious blacks 
would be likely to gothere. They might not 
build up highly civilized communities, 
but they would be certain to make a 
much better use of the country than do 
the Choctaws, Chickasaws and Comanches. 
The negro wili work; the Indian will not, un- 
less the only alternative is starvation. In the 
Territory the blacks could raise the crops to 
which they are accustomed—cotton and corn; 
and, relieved from the hand of proscription 
and injustice under which they labor in the 
Southern States, they could ina few years 
show whatare the capacities of their race 
when it has afair chance. In any case, we 
should correct the manifest injustice of re- 
serving for afew thousand savages a region 
nearly twice as large as the State of Ohio, 
While shutting out the patient, industrious, 
loyal negro from the only Territory suitable 
for him to emigrate to. 

Now we wonder, if the Territory is to be 
opened for the negro, why not for the white 
man, too? Why not open the Territory to 


all alike, like every other Territory?

The Planet Jupiter’s Influence on 
the Weather.

A Record of Jovian Periods 
Disaster and Disease. 
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Review of the Fatal ;Hot Spell of 
Last Year. 
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Four Hundred and Fifty Deaths ia the 
Terrible Ten Days. 


An unusually warm summer is predicted by 
Prof. Piazzi Smyth, the Astronomer Royal 
for Scotland. He bases his predictions on the 
records of the temperature at Edinburgh dur- 
ing the last forty years by the earththermome- 
ters at the observatory of that city. These 
observations show, he says, a great heat wave 
comes from without, presumably from the 
sun, about every eleven years; and it appears 
that the next heat wave of like nature may be 
expected during the summer and autumn of 
this year. He is of the opinion that several of 
the coming seasons will be glowingly hot and 
the following winters exceptionally mild. 

Present indications would most assuredly 
bear out the assertions of the Scotch astrono- 
mer,and make him a bigger man than our own 
Tice. June has but fairly set in, and yet the 
thermometer is ranging up among the nine- 
ties, where it stood during the long-to-be- 
remembered heated term of last season, when 
strong men reeled and fell under the dread 
silent sun-rays on every hand. Modern science 
traces to the sun almost if not quite the 
entire range of terrestrial activity. When 
our globe becomes sick and feverish, as it 
were, itisthe fashion of speculative physi- 
cists to attribute the abnormal manifestations 
to the influence of the large planets in certain 
portions of their orbits.

Thislaw of physics furnishes the ex- 
planation of the generally received opinion 
that the mammoth plant Jupiter

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“still retains far too much heat to furnish an 


abode for any form of life with which we are 
acquainted. It is no: exaggeration to state 
that his great parallel cloud belts, as viewed 
through the most powerful telescopes, prove 
him te bein an active condition of bubbling 
calefaction. These periodical visits of the 
great planet have always been marked in hu- 
man annals as freighted with epidemic 
pestilence. Every twelfth year since 1793 
has been particularly marked in this relation, 
especially in 1867,and pursuing the perihelion 
record backward, 1773, 1762, 1750, 17388, 1726, 
1714, 1702, 1690, 1679, 1667, 1665, 1648, 1631, 
1619, 1607, 1596, 1584 and 1587 are found to be 
BLACK LETTER YEARS 

on history’s melancholy page. Within a pe- 
riod of five years four great heavenly 
bodies will complete their peri- 
helion circuits, which is more _ conspic- 
uous when it is taken into account that it 
will be the first like instance so near together 
in the history of the world. The next per- 
ihelion passage of Jupiter will occur next sea- 
son, there will be a conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn the year following, and the following 
year will occur the commensurate perihelia of 
Uranus and Neptune. The nearest ap- 
proach to such an approximation 
was during the period ef 1708 and 1718—Nep- 
tune’s last transit, which was the most mortal 
period of the eighteenthcentury. Time alone 
can reveal whether the heat wave caused by 
this transition will plunge’ the earth into a 
deeper abysm of woe than ever before record- 
ed, but under the circumstances the analogies 
of the past must be taken intg consideration. 

Glancing at the past, Ji@ iter and Saturn 
made their commensurate perihelia in 1769, 
and Jupiter’s epochs in this eycle were 1679, 
1667, 1655, 16438 and 1631—all well- 
marked  pestilential periods, intensified 
doubtless by the perihelion of Uranus in 1630, 
Let Webster describe those periods. And first 
the ' 

PERIOD OF 1631: 

‘*Of the pestilence of «nis period there was 
hardly a suspersion. Particular countries 
enjoyed snort intervals of health, 
but Btrope and Amefica were severely an- 
noyed by pestilential diseases between 1632 
and 1637.’’ 

PERIOD OF 1643. 

**This severe winter of 1642-43 was followed 
by a very sickly summer on the Delaware Riv- 
er. Such was the mortality among the 
settlers fiom New Haven, who had not been 
long in the country, that it broke up their 
settlement. * * * In England in 1643 a 
malignant fever was epidemic and few gscap- 
ed. In autumn it assumed pestilential symp- 
toms, with purple spots on the skin.’’ 

PERIOD OF 1655. 

‘¢In 1655 the plague was general in Europe. 
There died in Riga, 9,000; in Amsterdam, 
13,000; in Leyden, 13,000; in Naples, 240,000; 
in the Neapolitan Territories, 400 ,000; 
in Benevento, 9,000, out of a population 
of only 9,500; in Rome 10,000; in Genoa, 
10,000. 7? 

PERIOD OF 1667. * 

Under Jupiter’s approach of 1667 ‘ ‘occurred 
the iast great plague in London, in which 
nearly an eighth of a million of persons were 
carried off. The plague, it was thought, was 
imported into England by. goods from Am- 
sterdam, where 20,000 previously perished.’’ 

PERIOD OF 1679. 

This was the commensurate period of Jupi- 
terand Saturn. The pestilential years con- 
tinued after Jupiter’s previous perihelion 
epoch under the approach of Saturn in the 
same manner as they continued from the 
Irish famine period of 1856. Says Webster: 
*‘In 1670-71 small-pox was epidemic in Lon- 
don; in 1678 catarrhs and spotted fevers, 
inj)676 small-pox.

ants of this planet in the future which may 

é inaugurated with the ‘‘heat-wave’’ of Pro- 
essor Smyth, the conjunction of Saturn and 
Mars, and the perihelion of Jupiter, Uranus, 
Saturn and Neptune during the next five 
years, the world oughtat least to be better 
prepared to meet and wrestle with a calamity 
of the kind—although last year’s experiences 
with yellow fever in the South might point to 
a contrary inference. Drainage, sanitary laws, 
ventilation, good preparation and all the arts 
and sciences which make up the comforts of 
civilized life are a thousandfold advanced 
since the last synchronous perhelia of these 
malign planets. 

The June of the present year, 
with an average temperature of 89 1-2 degrees 
so far, clearly points out that a heat 
\yave of dire malignity has setin. Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporters have been able to get hoid of 
a record of the years since 1837, and during 

,the intervening period of forty-two years there 
has neyer been so hot a June, as the following 
carefully compiled table will show:

great virulence during that year. Last 
month was also noted fur scveral hot days, it 
averaging one of the four sultriest Mays in 
sixty years, the thermometer attaining thg 
altituage of ninety-three degrees. It 
has been an _ observable’ fact, not 
only in St. Louis, but  through- 
out the entire Mississippi Valley, that 
an exceedingly dry May is more to be fear- 
ed than one equally as wet, and all sultry 
Mays have been followed by an excess of 
malarial fevers,—strange as it may seem to 
those who take the stand that malaria is only 
bred during wet terms. In every disease, but 
consumption, excessive drought adds to its 
malignity. The moisture which naturally com- 
prises a specific, part and portion of the 
air evaporates under the sun’s rays and leaves 
the air devoid of life as that expelled from an 
oven. It is found utterly exhausted and tells 
on the human system in a no weak manner. 

Last season’s heated term was ushered in by 
an average May and June, the rain-fall of the 
former month being four and seven-tenths 
inches, but its fatality must not 
be attributed to else than the climatic influ- 
ences, superinduced by the near approach of 
Jupiter’s perihelion circuit. 
THE DARKSOME DAYS OF 

TERM 
numopered but ten, and yet, during that brief 
period, the mortality of St. Louis was some- 
thing terrible, aggregating in round numbers 
499, 450 of which can be readily traced to the 
heat wave. 

The total number of deaths reported from 
downright sun strokes, not prostrations by 
the sun, was 154 during those ten days divid- 
ed as follows from July 10 to July 20:

period, and it is no secret that one Lalf of the 
deaths in tbis city since that “time has been 
either due to or hasteaed by it. 

Scientists an. physicians are widely at va- 
rianee ws to what will be the nature and mor- 
tality of the present season. The former hold 
that it will be excessively hot, and that people 
will drop like leaves before a frost on every 
hand. On the other hand physicians say that 
it is an impossibility for two such fatal sea- 
sons to tread one upon the heels of the other, 
and these widely adverse opinions are warmly 
championed by both.

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How Certain Papers Did the Fatal Work 
in a Jiffy. 


Readers of the PosT-DISPATCH will remem- 
ber that Mr. James Magill, letter carrier, was 
discharged from the Post-office some weeks 
ago and that in an interview published at the 
time he expressed great surprise at such an 
eccurrence and total ignerance of the 
causes which induced Mr. Hays to 
subject him to such unceremonious treatment. 
Mr. Magill was not only a letter carrier of old 
standing, butin 1875, during the celebrated | 
Babcock trial, he gained a reputation as a 
witness for the defendant that far outstripped 
bis fame asan employe of the Post-oflice. 
According to Mr. Magill himself, as reported 
in the interview above referred to, 
his feat of giving testimony 
in that celebrated trial proved 
to be one of the most unfortunate events of his 
life. From the moment he left the witness 
stand 

AN EVIL ATMOSPHERE 
appeared to surround him and poison the 
whole current of his life. Enemies sprang up 
at every step to accuse him of having perjuréd 
himself; detectives were put on his track to 
spy out his conduct; old friends lost their re, 
spect for him and new ones 
were shy of bestowing their confidence. Even 
Babcock himself, the man he had sayed from 
convictiom, disgrace and ruin, gave him the 
cold shoulder, in fact would not deign to hunt 
him up and speak a word of approbation. 
And Mr. Chauncey I. Filley, then Postmas- 
ter of St. Louis and leader of the Republican 
hosts of Missouri, politician extraordinary 
and plenipotentiary for Grant, soon fell out 
with him and treated him unfeelingly. He 
was met with ingratitude oa the one hand and 
suspicion on the other, although he was an 
honest man and had saved Babcock out of 
pure love for mankind in general, especially 
that portion of mankind that happens to be 
the under dog in a fight. Things went 
from bad toworse until Magill’s head 
was cut off and he was retired to private life 
without a pension. Atthetime of this de- 
plorable accident of fortune, or piece of base 
ingratitude onthe partof the Government, 
Mr. Magill was so completely used up and 
DUMBFOUNDED 
that he solemnly declared his intention of 
making no effort to regain his place or restore 
himself to the favor of the Ad- 
ministration.

Notwithstanding the statement of Ma- 
gill that he would let the matter drop and not 
embarrass Mr. Filley, a. protest 
against his removal by Postmaster Hays was 
forwarded to Washington, and there 
engineered by Mr. Filley.. Now, this may be 
surprising but itistrue. Mr. Magill did make 
an effort to get back into the employ of the 
Government and Mr. Filley did help him. So 
strong was the pressure brought to bear by the 
appeal of Mr. Filley that the department ap- 
pointed a special agent to come to St. Louis 
and investigate Magill’s discharge. 
This was done very quietly, 
but done carefully and well. There 
is a regulation that no man shall be discharged 
from the civil service without good and suffi- 
cient cause. When Mr. Magill went to Mr. 
Hays the day after he received his notice to 
quit and asked the cause of his discharge he 
did not get a very satisfactory reply. so he 
said at least. There was a suspicion that the 
main reason was Magill’s conduct in the Bab- 
cock trial. This has since been pretty 
well confirmed, but Mr. Magill and Mr. Filley 
did not appear to think anything of the kind 
was aproper eause of discharge.

There is good reason to believe that a por- 
tion of the papers concerning Magill which so 
promptly made up the decision of the Post- 
office Department special agent re- 
ferred to the famous testimony in 
the Babcock trial. The present administra- 
tion does not appear to be undera pledge to 
calry out the promises of the 
one just preceding ; otherwise 
papers of that kind might not have had any 
effect. The time may come yet when the plot 
to acquit Babcock shall be exposed. Would 
such an interesting event be a boost to the 
Grant boom? 


SPANISH-AMERICAN TRADE. 


Its Gradual Growth and Future Pros- 
pects. 

The enterprising Mr. John F. Cahill, Mexi- 
can Consul for St. Louis, and’ the editor of 
El Comercio del Valle, has already done much 
for the encouragement of Spanish-Ameri- 
can trade, and he is getting ready 
todo much more.
